LISBON, Feb. 13. (Exclusive)——The 
Portuguese government 2 investigat- 
ing the sources of the funds which 
backed the recent revolt. It ig de- 
lieved that the outbreak was prepared 
over a period of many months and 
at a great expenditure. A quantity 
of arms, it was discovered, had been 
smuggled to Oporto and Lisbon from 
Spain. A general cleaning-up process 
is new taking place.

| ERMANY'S LOST COLONIES 

Returning from a sojoufn of fifteen 
months in Geneva, Paris and Berlin, where 
she has made an intensive study of the op- 
erations of the mandate system under the 
League of Nations, Prof. Katharine J. Gal- 
lagher of Johns Hopkins University reports 
that the revival of Germany has given im- 
petus to a nationalistic tendency which ex- 
presses itself most particularly in a move- 
ment to regain her Jost colonies. In this 
Germany is presumed to be aided by the 
fact that the newly appointed member of 
the Mandates Commission, who was select- 


ed after the withdrawal of Senor Palacios 


of Spain, is a German and an active work- 
er in the interests of his country. 

Nine of the fourteen mandates by which 
Germany lost sovereignty over so many co- 
lonial possessions were allocated to Great 
Britain, the others to France, Belgium and 
Japan, the United States, on its own gen- 
erous stipulation, being given control of no 
territory whatever. The Germans have 
complained that under the mandatory sys- 
tem the affairs of their former possessions 
have been poorly administered, that the 
admirable public-health system maintained 
by them in the colonies has been sufféred 
to lapse and that in those controlled by 
France there is a shortage of medical per- 
sonnel and supplies. 

However, it is probably not the health of 
the colonies that Germany is worrying 
about. It ts the fact that they are no long- 
er producing for her the raw materials of 
which she stands so much in need and no 
longer afford her fields of exploitation and 
expansion. She has no hope of recaining 
her lost commercia! prestige unless she can 
regain at least some of the territory she 
staked upon the war. 

The Germans, like some other Europeans, 
were both good and bad colonizers. In 
gaining control of any piece of territory 
and settling it they never could see any- 
thing but their home interest in it. They 
made little or no attempt to educate the 
natives—they merely used them as means 
to procure from their country materials 
for shipment to the large manufacturing 
cities of the Fatherland. These natives 
were found to be valuable, as they afforded 
an abundant supply of labor of the cheap 
est sort. Had they heen taucht the rudt- 
ments of self-government or received an 
opportunity to build up manufactories in 
their own land something would have been 
done toward spreading a beneficent system 
of civilization among them, but civilization 
as a whole was benefited only in the most 
material way--that of an accession of raw 
products by the people of the ruling conun- 
try. 
In a general way the same thing can be 
sald of France and England. Their attitude 
toward their colonies, especially those ruled 
under mandates, has been in many in- 
stances merely that of exploitation. Aside 
from raw materials, France needs soldiers, 
and under the mandates she expects ult!- 
mately to swell ber military ranks by the 
training of the colonists, including the na- 
tives, in the art of war. Like Britain and 
Japan, she looks forward to the time when 
mandatory power will be replaced by ab- 
solute sovereignty. 

This is not the intent of Article XXTI of the 
Covenant of the League under which the 
mandates were authorized, but it is evident 
that the nations now exercising them hope 
for the time when they will lapse into the 
sovereignty which they do not really con- 
vey and never were intended to convey. 

If these nations treated their colonists as 
the United States treats the Filipinos, help 
ing them in every way possible to gain the 
ability of self-government and independ- 
ence, the world could afford to shut {ts eyes 
to the situation that would result in ualti- 
mate good. But they are not doing so, nor. 
in the light of actual experience, could Ger- 
many be expected to do so ff she were to 
regain her lost colonia) possessions. 


ITS FOR STATE BUILDING 

At the last election the voters author- 
ized a Bond issue of $1,250,000 for the erec- 
tion of a State building in Los Angeles, a 
commendable response to the well-demon- 
strated need for such a central structure. 
We have in this city approximately fifty 
State offices, at present inadequately housed 
in a manner that accords neither with the 
demands of business nor the dignity of a 
metropolis. 
With no undue waste of time State off 
clals have taken the first step toward gir 
ing effect to this mandate, such first step 
being naturally the selection of a suitable 
site. Unfortunately, however, tn this im- 
portant preliminary, they are getting off on 
the wrong foot. 
While it is true that when the bond issne 
was voted no mention was made of a stipu- 
lated site for the bullding, the citizens of 
Los Angeles had already authorized a defi- 
nite Civic Center to accommodate all our 
important institutions, Federal, State, coun- 
ty and municipal. This modern acropolis 
of a bigger and more beautiful Los Angeles 
was fixed in the area bounded by Main 
street and Olive on the east and west and 
by First street and Sunset Boulevard to the 
south and north. Every Civic Center plan 
ever considered has included a State bulld- 


Within the boundaries of this Civic Cen- 
ter the people of Los Angeles intended the 
new State building to be located and with 
this understanding favored the bond issue 
to provide the necessary funds. But certain 
officials are reported to be seriously consid- 
ering Exposition Park as a desirable loca- 
tion for this structure, decr by popular 
expression to be one of the grouped public 
buildings of the Civic Center. They have 
gone so far as to invite the agricultural 
board, which controls Exposition Park, to a 
conference on the subject. 

Close and ready communication between 
the Federal, State, county and city offices, 
whose functions are more or less interlock- 
ing, is a big factor in the business efficien- 
cy of the whole. To isolate the State build- 
ing in a park miles away from its associat- 
ed services would cause so much delay and 
waste so much valuable time in the trans- 
action of public business that on this score 
alone the arrangement stands condemned 
in the eyes of practical workmen. 

To such a disruption of the civic plans 
for a uniform and helpful design in the de- 
velopment of their city the mass of the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles is unalterably opposed. 
The Civic Center is already in the practical 
building stage.- Our new City Hall, as its 
skeleton form rises day by day higher and 
higher against the sky line, is an inspiring 
advance agent of the noble and harmonious

But if we allow temporary 
officials to thwart this purpose by scatter 
ing our public buildings at random in iso 
lated insignificance, wherever there hap 
pens to be a convenient park or a free 
building site, our whole logical plan of 
growth will be defeated.

XIT THE GARRET GENIUS 

It is characteristic of Herbert Hoover 
that, unlike many of his more voluble and 
less valuable contemporaries, when he 
makes a speech he generally says something. 
In a recent address he remarked the pase 
ing of the garret genius and said that the 
men who of late had been making notable 
achievements in art, literature and science 
were not found in mean quarters, but often 
in places of luxury. 

Nobody seems to be taking issue with 
Mr. Hoover on this highly significant point. 
So many important contributions to science 
have been made of late by well-dressed 
men who would scorn to pursue their la- 
bors in a cobwebby attic or dilapidated 
shanty that the world has had to revise its 
idea, long so commonly accepted, that to 
be a genius one must necessarily be impe- 
cunious and work under bare rafters. 
Lowell said of Carlyle thgt when he ex- 
changed his garret for the comfortable Lon- 
don library on Cheyne Row his work lost 
its smack of genius. To support the garret 
tradition Lowell shut his eyes to the fact 
that, while Carlyle’s “Sartor Resartus” and 
“The French Revolution” were written in 
“thrifty poverty,” the essays on which his 
reputation mainly rests were produced in 
a fine study—a soundproof room of which 
his carpenter had remarked, “Here you can 
write and write, Mr. Carlyle, and nobody 
will be the wiser.” 

Because Poe received less than $500 a 
year for his best literary productions, Tho 
reau wrote in a shack in the woods and 
Mark Twain was paid the noble sum of $15 
a week for his early humorous work in Ne- 
vada, Americans, reading the works of these 
geniuses in luxurious leather chairs, long 
held the Lowell idea that the garret was 
of necessity the proper place of abode for 
a poet or philosopher; but what Mr. Hoover 
has said about the passing of the garret 
genius would seem to tndicate that no such 
necessity ever existed. 

Who would say that a “Mona Lisa” could 
be painted with more telling effect with a 


brush held by fingers stiff with cold in a 


fireless garret studio? It is not in evidence 
that Shakespeare shivered in cheap discom- 
fort when de wrote Hamlet“ or “Julius 
Caesar.” The pictures of Milton at work 
on “Paradise Lost” reveal no background 
save those of luxury. Montaigne wrote at 
ease in what in his day were considered 
palatial quarters, while Goethe, Browning, 
Byron and Tennyson were by no means of 
the garret type of genius. 

It is a wonder that the garret tradition, 
considering the many notable exceptions 
which have belied it, lived as long as it 
did. It is certainly now very dead, and the 
world das lost nothing by its passing. 


Fe WORTH LIVING 

Three college students took their own 
lives on one day recently in widely sepa- 
rated sections. There could have been no 
collusion. One of these was a 16-yearold 
of the University of Rochester. He de- 
clared life to be “barren and futile.” A 
second was a student in the University of 
Iitnots. At 21 years of age he believed he 
had experienced all that life had to offer 
and so decided to move on. The third was 
a Brooklyn boy who had been a cripple 
from his birth. He imagined that his mind 
was twisted as well as his body and com 
cluded to hide away in the coffin from the 
curious ogling of the world. 

The father of one of these boys was 6 
physician and the parent of another was & 
specialist im mental diseases. All of them 
came from fairly well-to-do homes and were 
not stinted for money. Possibly if they had 
had less they would have had more. Sated 
and surfeited at 20, they had sounded the 
depths and scaled the heights as they 
thought. Nothing was left to coax them on. 

A different view of life in which man is 
here to serve instead of enjoy might have 
secured different results. Ingrown desire 
is always painful and has little to offer for 
the future. The youth who has all that his 
heart can wish has too much. 

The parent who supplies every wish and 
whim may be a blight. By sheer affection 
he may smother the aspiration of his off- 
spring. Struggle is the essence of happt 
ness. The big road to success has usually 
been paved with bumps. The pillow lifting 
a ladder thronged with angels to the skies 
is a stone in the desert. Hope deferred 
may make the heart sick; but few die of 
that sort of heart disease.
